Proposal Number 10 (the 
engineers call it Alternative No. 
10) crosses Church Street, Parker 
Street, Molloy Road and Woburn 
Street, and dodges between Strout 
“Avenue and Nickerson Avenue, be- 
ing very close to the last house on 
the left hand side of Nickerson 
Ave. 

Molloy Road would be closed to 
traffic. The end of Dartmouth 
Street would r. 

The road, which would 
be nearly 100 feet wide, would 
cross Parker Street at a distance 
of about 875 feet from Lowell 
Street. It would cross Woburn 
Street at a distance of about 600 
feet from Lowell Street, and at the 
Tri Town Gas station the building 
might be left in position, but the 
pumps would disappear. 


Special Town Meeting 
delayed to January? 


The oft talked about special town 
meeting, in which the voters of 
Wilmington can have a choice of 
school building, in one of several 
presentations, will not occur until 
December or January. So Arthur 
Smith, chairman of the Permanent 
Building Committee, told the 
Finance Committee, Monday 
evening. 

Smith emphasized that it would 
be the School Committee that 
would be asking for the calling of 
the special town meeting. 

The PBC is preparing plans, 
preliminary. for a new high school. 
One alternative to oe offered the 
voters is for a high school off 
Salem Street, near the Wildcat 
Railroad. The other is wfor an 
enlargement of the present school, 
together with the construction of a 
new grammar school, of the 
Woburn Street School type.

A brass button. from the early 
nineteefith century. and a few 
other artifacts were gleaned, 
Saturday. in an archeological dig 
at the northwest corner of the 
Harnden Tavern. 

Inspired by Steve O'Brien, 
history teacher in the High School, 
the dig was under the direction of 
Curt Chapin of Lincoln, an 
architectural historian affiliated 
with the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of Antiquities. in Boston 

That site shouldn't have produc- 
ed much. 

First. Dr. Silas Brown, after 
purchasing the tavern. had a cellar 
put in. about 1818. That of course, 
disturbed the earth around the 
tavern. 

Secondly. the’ good doctor and 
his family were frugal people, who 
just didn’t go around dropping 
things for future historians to find 

Thirdly. the sewer main goes out 
from the northwest corner, and 
there is a good chance that the 
main was put in about 1925. That 
was the year Town water was put 
in. Digging for a sewer is a 
recognized method of disturbing 
the ground. 


Probably a better site for a dig 
would have been at the Dummer 
homewhich was northeasterly of 
the tavern. and burned down about 
1738-39. It faced the old road that 
went around the hill which is 
easterly of the tavern. 

Samuel Dummer and family, 


complete with slaves, had one of 
the nicest homes in what is now 
Wilmington. It was built about 
1726. Mr. Dummer had just 
emigrated from the West Indies, 
where he had been raising sugar. 
His brother was the Lt. Governor 
of Massachusetts. and Samuel 
Dummer Esq. became the Sher 


iff of Middlesex County and the 
first Moderator of Wilmington. 

Mr. Dummer passed on to his 
reward in 1738. and shortly 
afterwards the home burned down 

The Town Crier editor has 
searched for the site. which is not 
on town property. The search was 
unsuccessful. 

Probaby the last person to 
know where the Dummer home 
was would be George Hathaway, 
Capt. USN. a son of the Maria 
Hathaway for whom the home was 
known. half a century ago. Capt 
Hathaway passed on. about tne 
vears ago.

Everything is practically at Go, 
except what size is the watermain 
to be”?

three weeks of discussion. 

Originally an eight inch water 
main was planned. That's bigger 
than the water mains on some 
streets. and perhaps it can be said 
to be average size, in many of the 
streets in Wilmington

might be a better size.

Mr. Smithw as asked the costs of 
construction, for sewer mains of 
this type. His ‘trough guess" was 
that it would be about $100 a foot. 

Speaking of the present high 
school, Smith said that any school 
in Massachusetts which is to be 
enlarged over 55‘% the entire 
school must be brought up to pre- 
sent day standards. This was one 
reason for the costs which he 
cited. 

Joe Hartka of the PBC explained 
the thinking that is going into the 
present planning for the high 
school enlargement. 

He pointed out that in the pre- 
sent planning pupils going from 
one classroom to another must 
meet in the hallways, and as a 
result there is a conflict in traffic. 
The plans for the new high school, 
as enlarged, would have circular 
traffic patterns. 

The present Herbert C. Barrows 
auditorium would be changed to a 
library.

There 
would be high school building con- 
struction where the Roman House, 
tennis courts and maintenance 
buildings are presently located. 

Smith estimated the time of con- 
struction at 2'2 years, for either 
Salem Street or the present site. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris, 
who was also present, told the 
Finance Committee that if an 
enlargement of present high school 
facilities was voted there would 
have to be a new maintenance gar- 
age. By this he meant that the

He is today an unknown artisan, 
but he was a man of skill, and the 
Harnden Tavern. is but one of the 
Places in ‘this part of the Com- 
monwealth-in which he left proff of 
his ability. 

The Tavern was built just prior 
to the Revolution. Of that there is 
now no doubt as the date has been 
established by Mrs. ance 
Dillaway. the former ce 
Hathaway. and a fifth generation 
descendant of the Dr. Silas Brown 
who purchased the old tavern in 
1816. 

Regular readers of the Town 
Crier will recall that, on the occa- 
sion of the Open House, after the 
tavern had been acquired by the 
Town of Wilmington, visitors were 
told it was constructed about 1776. 
The Town Crier. after its editor 
had an opportunity to inspect the 
cellar. disputed this. 

The stonework in the chimney 
was of a style that prociaimed it to 
be early nineteenth century. In ad- 
dition there were some hard 
bricks. known to masons as 
“Bristol brick’’ used in the base of 
that chimney. mixed in with some 
of the locally made softer brick. 

Bristol brick was made in 
England. and up to the time of the 
Revolution was used as a ballast 
by ships bound to the Colonies. It 


was hard, and was an excellent 
brick for fireplaces, but also was 
an expensive brick, more expen- 
sive than the softer brick made in 
backyard kilns throughout 
Middlesex County. 

The Colonials made brick where 
they found the clay to be of the 
right consistency. There was 
some such clay off the present 
Sheridan Road, in North 
Wilmington, where quite evidently 
brick was made for the Harnden 
Tavern, and for the Joseph 
Harnden House. which stood near- 
by on Woburn Street. There was 
another such ‘clay bed off Glen 
Road, about opposite the present 
Druty Lane. and there was another 
such clay bed on the banks of the 
Shawsheen River, near where the 
K of C Hall is today. 

Anyway. after the Town Crier 
disputed the date. based on the 
evidence great grandfather, Dr. 
Brown had a cellar dug and put un- 
der the house after he bought it. 
The year was probably 1818 

Which brings the reader to the 
question - who was the mason who 
put in the base of. the chimney, 
after the cellar was dug? Was he 
the same mason who constructed 
the cellar walls? 

The walls of the cellar are well 
built. The mason who did the work 
was a skillful person. There are no 
chisel marks. The stones were 
“broken,”’ to use a phrase, but 
were not cut - at least there is no 


quality. As a guess those stones 
are from either Chelmsford or 
Quincy. and were transported to 
Wilmington on barges in the 
Middlesex Canal, and thence by ox 
cart to the doctor's home. 

The mason who built the new 
foundation for the chimney, after 
the cellar had been dug, had to be a 
skillful man. He may have been 
the same man who put in the foun- 
dation for the chimney 

The chimney has six fireplaces, 
four on the first floor and two on 
the second.. There are eight to ten 
thousand bricks in that chimney, 
and it follows that there is a con- 
siderable weight. 

That chimney had to be kept up 
in the air while the mason built a 
new foundation underneath it. 

Because of the size of the 
chimney it would have taken four 
or five thousand bricks to build a 
new foundation. But the mason 
was a skillful man, and he in- 
troduced arches into that founda- 
tion. and thus saved some 
thousands of bricks from having to 
be used. 

Those arches are well con- 
structed, and a person who knows 
mansonry can recognize instantly 
that they were made by a man who 
not only knew what he was doing, 
but who constructed similar 
arches in foundations whereever 
he worked 

His handiwork can be seen in the 
cellar of the Nichols Funeral 
Home, and in other cellars in 
Wilmington. It can also be seen in 
Tewksbury, one of the places being 
the old Masonic Hall, in 
Tewksbury Center.

The Harnden chimney wesc eS

to arrive at a point where the 4 
bricks supported the old chimney, 
and this without causing the old 
chimney to collapse on top of him. 
He was a skillful man, and yet 
noone seems to know his name. 

The Harnden Tavern chimney is 
currently being rebuilt, at the top, 
by John Galvin of Wakefield, a 
man who has been in business 
since 1931, and who specializes in 
the repair of Colonial and near 
Colonial chimneys. Mr. Galvin has 
seen four chimnies which were Ferns 
built by the same mason who 
worked on the Handern Harnden 
Tavern. The only place he could 
recall, however, was the Luellan 
Farm, in Bedford, where John 
rebuilt the fireplace.
